MYSTERIOUS DEATH. 


The Coroner Has Plenty of 
Cases to Attend. 


IN AND ABOUT 
TH E 
STATION. 


Sunday W ork of th e G allan t Police 


F orce—C rim in al Notes an d 


H appenings. 


An iDquest of somewhat unusual inter­ 
est was held by Coroner M eredith last 
night at 7:15 p . m ., on the body of Jam es 
Allen, evidently a railroad m an, who 
was found dead under mysterious cir­ 
cumstances near the crossing of the 
Southern Pacific and Santa Fe railroads. 
"The first witness called was J , 
E . 
Robbins, who testified that he was a 
switch-tender at tho crossing, and that 
lie found the deceased lying about six 
feet from the Santa Fe tractf without his 
shoes, which were some ten feet away 
from him . That he noticed some papers 
lying round and a red bandana handker­ 
chief, aud that he reported the m atter by 
telephone to the police station. 
11. A. Morrison, another railroad man, 
said that he was a switchman at the 
signal tower close to the crossing of the 
two roads, and that about 11 o’clock on 
Saturday night he was informed by the 
man whom lie relieved that one of the 
lights at the crossing was out. 
On going 
down to relight it he noticed the deceased 
lying close to tho signal pole on which 
which the light was placed. He was face 
downwards, feet towards the track, and 
some six feet from the Santa Fe track. 
Thinking he was in a drunken sleep he 
did not say anything to him. 
Ilis shoes 
were off aud were placed about twelve 
feet away. 
Dr. I. E . Cohn was tho last witness, 
and his testimony was to tho effect that, 
tie held a post-mortem examination on 
tho body. 
He found deceased to be a 
man of about 5 feet b% inches in height, 
weight about 100 lb 3 ., light brown hair 
and moustache. 
On the right and left 
forearms were tatooed the American 
coat of arm s. There were no external 
marks of violeuce on the body except a 
contusion aud swelling of the soft part 
of tho head over the loft temporal hone, 
and also on back of head towards the 
right side. No bones in the skull wore 
fractured. 
The brain was found to be 
congested at tho site of the contusions, 
also a clot of blood between the mem ­ 
branes of the brain around the left tem ­ 
poral region. All the internal organs 
were in a healthy state except the right 
lung, which showed sings of old pleuritic 
adhesion. The cause of death was con- 
poation of the brain, caused by external 
violence. 
iiio jury, after careful consideration of 
the case,-brought in a verdict to tho ef­ 
fect that “ deceased came to his death 
from injuries to the head, inflicted with 
a blunt instrum ent, but w hether same 
were inflicted by some person or by be- 
inc struck bv a railroad train wo have no 
means of knowing.” 
According to papers found lying round 
him he was a native of Cork, Ireland, 
about forty years of age, and has served 
in the Seventh Infantry regiment from 
Aj>ril 3, 1867, until April 2, 1870; in the 
Eighth Cavalry from January 1G, 1875, 
uutil January 15, 1880; in the Third Cav­ 
alry from February 11, 1880, until Feb­ 
ruary 10, 1885; and in the Twentieth In ­ 
fantry Provost Guard from May 5, 1880, 
until May 21, 1887. 
Besides these were 
a Fourth W ard election ticket, a letter 
from Ed. M urphy, dated The Needles, 
Cal., June 10, 1888, and addressed to 
Thos. Shannon ; a poll tax receipt for 
San Diego county in the same nam e, 
dated April 21, 2888; 
a newspaper and 
some newspapers. 


A CLEVER CAPTURE.

A few days ago a telegram was re­ 
ceived at 
Police 
Headquarters from 
Hillsboro, Sierra county, New Mexico, 
giving the description of two men who 
broke jail and escaped fro x that place. 
They were charged with the murder of a 
m an named M eagher, at Doming, New 
Mexico, a short time before, and were in 
jail waiting trial. The telegram stated 
that they were supposed to bo on their 
way here, and Chief Cuddy asked the 
oflicers and detectives to be on the look­ 
out for them . 
Detectives McCarthy and 
McKenzie kept their eves open for the 
men and finally located two men who 
answered the description in a lodging 
house on First street. 
At half-past four 
o'clock yesterday morning they went to 
the lodging-house and found the men 
fast asleep. The detectives woke them 
up and told them that they were under 
arrest. 
The men, after waking from their 
slum ber far enough to realize their situa­ 
tion, said, “ You have got the wrong 
men. 
W hat do you want us for?” 
The detectives answered that they 
were wanted for a crime committed in 
Kansas City. 
At this the faces of the 
men brightened, and they said: “ You’ve 
got the wrong men sure. 
We came from 
New Mexico.” 
This strengthened the opinion of the 
detectives that they had the right men 
and they lodged them in the City Prison 
and telegraphed to the Sheriff of Sierra 
county, who will probably arrive short­ 
ly. If it proves that the men are the 
escaped prisoners, this will be a great 
feather in the caps of McCarthy aud 
McKenzie. 
The prisoners gave thoir 
nam es aB Mooney and White. 


W a s h e d A a h o r e . 
Coroner M eredith went down to Long 
Beach yesterday to hold an inquest on 
the body of an unknown sailor who was 
washed ashore at Alamitos Bay. 
The 
only witness called was a boy nam ed 
Fielding Myers, who testified as to the 
finding of the body while walking along 
the shore. 
The jury returned a verdict 
of “ found drowned.” The deceased was 
very much decomposed, having been in 
the water for some time. H e was dressed 
in dark pants, a red and black barred 
undershirt, a knit shirt, wore a belt and 
brogan shoes tied up with twine. ^ Both 
arm s were tattooed in Indian ink in ihe 
shape of an anchor, and there were two 
rings of the same color round his left 
arm .

Mr. Donegan states th at there has been 
no combination so far as he is concerned,

cites as 
a reason why 
some 
bid 
are lower in some 
parts 
of 
the city by certain contractors, th at 
the contractor may have a bank of gravel 
near the street to be graded and can thos 
underbid every one else. 
The fact that 
he had underbid Mr. Donegan in one 
portion of the city showed that he had 
gravel nearer there than Mr. Donegan 
and could therefore afford to do the work 
cheaper in that portion of the city, while 
in another portion of the city, perhaps, 
Mr. Donegan or some one else could af­ 
ford to bid cheaper. 
The figures presented on Friday morn­ 
ing last were only those of Mr. Burlin­ 
game and Mr. Donegan, and the article 
stated th at when they were the only bid­ 
ders in the field complaints were sent 
to the Council that the prices for grading 
were too high. The article further indi­ 
cated the occasions when Mr. Burlin­ 
game and Mr. Donegan were not the suc­ 
cessful bidders. 
The property owners 
and the City Council were left to judge 
as to w hether the figures showed any 
traces of a combination between these 
gentlemen. 
Mr. Burlingame has written the fol­ 
lowing letter in reference to the m atter: 
E d it o r s H e r a l d—I am aware that 
there have been charges against Mr. 
Donegan and myself in that we entered 
into a combination as regards bidding 
for street grading. This is not the fact. 
There was not a combination between 
Mr. Donegan and m j self,|and while your 
exhibit of figures was correct so far 
as it went, it did not go far enough. 
One reason why my bid appeared, so 
often opposed to Mr. Donegan alone was 
that I made it a practice to bid on nearly 
every street, and Mr. Donegan I suppose 
only bid on those streets which he 
thought he would like to grade. It 
sometimes happened that he was lower 
than I on those streets, and this I account 
for by the fact that possibly on those 
streets on which he bid the lowest he 
had a cellar or deposit of gravel nearer 
than 1 and could afford to do them 
cheaper than I, while, on the other 
hand, when my bid was the lowest, I 
had the nearest gravel bed. W hen other 
contractors bid lower than cither of us, 
it was because they either took the 
work too cheap or else had gravel nearer 
than we did. 
The financial failure ot 
some o f these contractors shows that we 
were not so high on our bid as might 
have been supposed. 
Lately there haa 
been more competition in bidding, and a 
glance at the figures which you aid not 
give will show th a t iu sone" cases there 
were as many as five bidders, and sel­ 
dom were less than three. 
I bid on 
nearly every street, the sm allest price 
for which 1 thought the work could be 
done, and 1 think it would tftke consid­ 
erable reasoning to show that there was 
any combination so far as I was con­ 
cerned. To show how close the bidding 
has been I will give a few instances. On 
May 21st, for Sichel street, the bids 
were, Bachman & Chase, $1.54>a ; I>. F. 
Donegan, $1.65; E. C. Burlingame, $1.65; 
Monroe it Co., $1.76í¿. 
Mozart street, 
McCrabbe, $2.00; E . C. Burlingame* 
$2.50; Monroe it Co., $2.47; D. F. Done­ 
gan, $2.20. 
W orkman street, Donegan, 
$1.G0; Bracewell, $1.05: 
Bachman & 
Chase, $104; E. C. Burlingame, $1.50. 
Eleventh sheet, Burlingame, $1.19; Bos­ 
well, 99?4 c. ; Donegan, $1.40; Bracewell, 
$1.50; J . P. Jones, $1.00; Sanford John­ 
son, $1.30; Wilson & Co., $2.87>if. Cen­ 
tral avenue, Boswell, $3 00; Burlingame, 
$2.98; Donegan, $3.80; Johnson, $2.98. 
The rem ainder of the bids if given 
would present the same variations. Some 
tim es I was the lowest and some times 
some one else, and there is nothing in 
them that would show any indication of 
a combination. 
So 
far as I have 
been 
able to observe I have never 
seen anything which would indicate that 
any money had been spent in any wav 
to secure a contract, as sometimes hap­ 
pens in other cities. The people who 
raise the cry of combination and fraud 
are those who are jealous of our success 
in business, which has followed a close 
attention to the business in all its de­ 
tails.

So lirmly do these incrustations 
adhere to the point of attachment that their re­ 
moval usually requires the most violent efforts; 
not unfrcquently they have to bo torn irom the 
membrane. Occasionally a solid cast of nota­ 
ble size is expelled, on which there are general­ 
ly trace* of blood, but In some cases the cast 
presents a tubular appearance, being of exact 
shape of the nasal cavity. This condition is in­ 
dicative of ulceration, which, in timu may de»- 
troy tho bony structure of the nose aud produ:o 
a subsequent flattening of that organ. 
Cases are occasionally met with in which a 
thick, viscid, slimy secretion coats the mem­ 
brane of the nasal cavities, and then putrifles, 
giving rise to a stench which is really overpow­ 
ering and sufficiently fetid to poison the atmos­ 
phere of a whole room; and there are others in 
which all the secretions of the membrane are 
suspended, causing an unpleasant feeling of 
dryness, heat aud leverishness in the head and 
nose—a condition popularly known as “Dry 
Catarrh.” 
The disease speedily extends to the air cavi­ 
ties of the bones of the forehead and face, giv­ 
ing rise to a distressing sensation of heavy 
weight or compression over the forehead, cspe 
cially in the region above and between the 
eyes, and to a feeling of fullneBS, heat, irrita­ 
tion, soreness, or pain In the nostrils near the 
root of the nose, eg well a* in the upper part of 
the throat, above aud behind the soft palate. 
Sometimes there is pain obstinately fixed in 
some particular part, as in the temple, on tho 
top of the head, at the back of the neck, or be 
hind the orbits, and occasionally pain mani 
feats itself in tho face of so severe a character 
that it is frequently mistaken for neuralgia. 
The breath is always tainted. and at times as­ 
sumes an exceedingly fetid and sickening odor. 
In some cases It becomes so revoltlngly offen­ 
sive as to render the sufferer an object of dis­ 
gust to himself as well as to others. 
The nasal membra- e 1b thickened and con­ 
gested, causing the nose to be stopped up, some­ 
times on one side, sometimes on tne other, and 
often on both, giving rise to a disagreeable, 
stuffy sensation in the head, and occasioning 
violent and prolonged paroxysms of sneezing. 
The voice is weak, indistinct and husky, er of 
a nasal character, displaying a sort of sniffing 
quality. 
Oftentimes there is a continuous 
hoarseness aud discordance. There is also a 
sense of irritation in the throat, aud frequent 
attempts to clear the parts of phlegm, produc­ 
ing the sound "nem,” more or less forcibly.

Durin" Several Years. 


WHICH WILL BE FORFEITED? 


City Attorney Daly Visits the Attor­ 
ney General in Relation to This 
Interesting: Question. 


About three weeks ano City Attorney 
Daly was instructed to proceed north­ 
ward to San Francisco and Sacramento 
to take steps to have all those franchises 
of street railroads forfeited, the terms of 
which have not been carried out to the 
full letter. It was decided that a fran­ 
chise could not be revoked without an 
action through the courts, and it was to 
obtain permission to commence the suits 
in the name of the People vs. the State, 
from the Attorney General, that he went 
north. He returned on Thursday last, 
but has been quite ill ever since his re­ 
turn and has not yet made his report to 
the City Council. Before he went north 
he was furnished with a list of the street 
railroad franchises in the city liable to 
be forfeited if they have not been carried 
out. How many of these have been 
fully complied with will be the question 
with the Board of Public Works when 
Mr. Daly has made his report. The list 
of franchises, granted up to within a year 
and which were to have been carried 
out, as follows: 
December 4, 1873, Spring and Sixth 
Street Railroad, to R. M. Widney for 
twenty years, from Main and Spring 
streets along Spring to First, to Fort, to 
Fourth, to Ilill, to Fifth, to Olive, to 
Sixth, to Figueroa, one line, horses or 
mules, to commence insideof six months 
and be completed in twelve months, be­ 
tween tracks to be planked, paved or 
macadamized and in event of D. V. 
Waldron failing to comply with terms of 
franchise granted July 7, 1873, to Lave 
right of way over streets from Main and 
Spring along Main to Alameda.

ballot box at these initial elections, bat 
th is is a fatal m istake. Crimes were 
com mitted at the Republican primaries 
Saturday th at ought to place their perpe­ 
trators behind prison bars. 
For years 
past there has been a lam entable con­ 
tem pt of the rights of the citizen on the 
part of the Republican bosses of Los An­ 
geles city and county. Their most offen­ 
sive manifestation, prior to the outrages 
of the other day, was the successful 
disfranchisem ent of Democratic voters 
by 
the 
Republican 
County 
Clerk, 
Mr. Charlea H. Dunsmoor, two years 
ago. Having cheated large numbers of 
th e Democratic voters of Los Angeles 
county out of their votes at that time it 
is only natural th a t the next assault by 
the Republican m achine bosses should 
be made upon 'h e rights of the Republi­ 
can citizen to vote. I t is not too much 
to say th at nothing th at has occurred in 
this city for years w ill go so far towards 
disintegrating the Republican party lo­ 
cally as the events of Saturday.

ples. 
In face of such conceded outrages 
on popular suffrage by men who claim 
to represent a great national party how 
stale, flat and unprofitable are the un­ 
founded sneers against Democratic elec­ 
tion methods!

They say that, although the Mills 
bill may not be free trade in itself it is 
intended to lead up to free trade by 
creating a larger annual surplus than is 
accruing under the present tariff. There 
is a wise saw which is found in Matthew, 
and which runs, “ Sufficient unto the day 
is the evil thereof." The absurdity of this 
argument is shown by a single example. 
Mills places wool on the free list. 
Last 
year $27,000,000 were collected on wools 
imported into the United States. It is 
somewhat difficult to see how the surplus 
will be increased by a measure which 
collects 
not 
a 
cent 
from 
wool, 
as 
against 
nearly 
thirty 
millions 
of dollars under the <»xisting 
tariff. 
Such 
examples 
could 
be 
readily 
multiplied. 
The m an who says the 
Mills bill will add to the surplus does 
not believe a word of the twaddle. 
He 
is simply talking for buncombe, and he 
knows it, when he winds up his oracular 
remarks by the assumption that the in­ 
creased surplus will 
necessitate

trade to relieve the redundant flow of 
cash into the Treasury. 
He is talking 
to the marines, and m ight as well save 
his breath. 


Tiik message w h:ch President Cleveland 
8*»ut to the Congress of t e United States 
in the early days of last November has 
been twisted by a lot of insincere and 
mendacious Republican editors and ora­ 
tors into a free trade outgiving. 
On the 
contrary, in that document the President 
put himeelf plainly and unequivocally on 
record as being in favor of protection to 
American industry. 
W hal the Demo­ 
cratic party is -contending for, and what

Our citizens were treated last night to 
a very rarely beautiful display of the 
familiar phenomenon of a lunar eclipse. 
The obscuration was observed in this 
city under the mo3t favorable circum­ 
stances imaginable. The eclipse began 
early in the evening when all the people 
were astir. 
Then again the sky was 
clear and the atmosphere very transpar­ 
ent. There was a most picturesque pe 
culiarity about the effect of the shadow. 
Even in the 
middle of 
the 
eclipse 
the 
entire face of the moon with 
all the tracings usually to be found 
thereon was distinctly visible. It seemed 
as if pale luna were not passing through 
the region, of absolute shadow cast by 
the earth passing between her and the 
sun, but as if she were merely passing 
through the half shadow on the margin 
of the dark cone thrown across the sky 
by the opaque body of the earth. To 
derstand this one has to imagine the globes 
of the moon, the earth and the sun lying 
so that a line will pass through the cen­ 
ters of all three bodies. The earth lies be­ 
tween the sun and the moon. Of course 
the light of the sun cannot pass through 
the body of the earth. 
A shadow is the 
result. 
But the sun being so much 
larger than the earth this shadow which 
is as large as the circumference of the 
earth close to it grows smaller as it re­ 
cedes from the body which makes it. The 
shadow assumes the form of a cone and 
term inates in a point. 
Moreover right 
along the central axis of the cone the 
shadow is most dense, and as the outside 
surface of it is approached it is less and 
less of a total darkness until perfect day 
is reached. 
Again along the whole 
length of the cone the darkness is most 
dense right close to the earth, and 
as the distance from it is increased the 
shadow lightens up by the rays of 
the sun which pass around the earth, 
and by the light reflected from the 
illim itable spaces of light all around 
When the moon is near the earth it 
passes through the dense Bhadow, and 
then in a total eclipse her face is not 
seen, so perfect is the obscuration. 
Last 
night the Queen of the Night was far 
from 
the 
earth 
and 
passed 
through the shadow far out towards 
its point. 
Hence the obscuration was 
but partial and the moon’s face was dis­ 
tinctly seen 
throughout 
the 
entire 
eclipse. 
It is a beautiful phenomenon 
not often observable from this planet.

F reo W o o l a m i F o r c t a u C o m m e r c e . 
The direct interest of the consumers 
and manufacturers of woollen goods in 
the proposition to place wool on the free 
list has been pretty fully set forth ; our im­ 
mense indirect interest in the effect of 
such a measure upon our general foreign 
trade deserves more attention than has 
been given it. 
We invite attention to a 
part of that effect,such as may reasonably 
lie anticipated iu our South American 
commerce. 
Une reason for testing the m atter 
there is, that Chili and the Argentine 
Republic are among the leading wool 
exporting countries. 
A stronger reason 
is, that we have the highest and most 
sacred 
Republican 
and 
projectionist 
authority for m aintaining, first, that an 
extension of our South American trade 
is highly desirable; and, secondly, that 
our tariff on wool is the greatest obstacle 
to that extension. 
The Commission ap­ 
pointed by President Arthur under the 
act of July 7, 1884, had for its duty 
•‘to ascertain 
aiul 
report upon the 
best modes of securing more intimate 
commercial relations between the United 
States aud the several countries of Cen­ 
tral and South A m erica." 
In his in­ 
structions to the Commissioners, Secie 
tary Frelinghuvsen directed them to en­ 
deavor to negotiate reciprocity treaties as 
“ the means of inaugurating this ad­ 
vanced step in onr national policy." But 
not a single treaty was forthcoming. 
In 
every case the Commissioners ran against 
he dead wall of 
our 
high 
tariff. 
In their final report they adm it their 
entire failure, and give the reason 
for it in the words: 
“ In any con­ 
vention 
we, 
on 
our 
part 
must 
adm it wool or 
tugar free of duty 
or at greatly reduced rates. 
They are 
peculiar products of those countries, * * 
and are precisely the two we felt we liad 
uo authority to even consider in our ne­ 
gotiations." .More specifically, in the 
report on the Argentine Re pub ic, it was 
said th at until we weie ready to adm it 
wool free there was no use in discussing 
a reciprocity treaty with that country. 
The Commission 
certainly reported 
ample testimony to bear out their con­ 
clusion. Take the following bit from the 
statem ent of an American resident in 
Chili, Dr. J. II. Trum bull, for twenty- 
eight years a practicing physician in 
that country: 
Q. W hat has been your observation as 
regaids American trade here? A. Since 
I arrived it has grown beautifully less. 
Q. W hat is the cause? A. I think it 
i8 the want of a return cargo from here. 
There is a desire on the part of m er­ 
chants and everybody to bring American 
goods here, but there is no way of paying 
for them. You have clapped, some years 
ago, a duty on copper and wool, and the 
consequence was that vessels that came 
here—Hemenway’s, 
Fitzgerald’s etc., 
from Boston and Baltimore—had to give 
up this trade. 
Everybody wants to im ­ 
port American goods. 
All the people 
say, “ Why can’t we go back fifteen or 
sixteen years ago, when we could have 
those A j)erichd goode ?" 
Q. You have only wool that wo can 
take? A. That is all. 
You undersell 
us in copper; and the hides are all used 
here. 
Q. Can our Government do anything 
except to modify the tariff? A. No, sir. 
Q. 
How wodld it be to establish a 
direct line of steamers? A. 
Hemen- 
wav tried it. It was a failure. 
And Mr. Edward A. Hopkins, for 
forty years a resident of the Plato Val­ 
ley, in the midst of hie rather hysterical 
calls for subsidies and the restoration of 
the duty ou coffee, makes it clear that 
the real trouble with our trade with the 
Argentine Republic is our tariff on wool. 
In his recent address before the Cham­ 
ber of Commerce in this city, he asked 
only for a revision of the duty, asserting 
that the result would be “ a jubilee 
of 
enthusiasm 
manifested 
towards 
us throughout 
the 
whole Argentine 
land," m d that “ our commerce would 
at oncer increase almost fabulously." lie 
had just before rem arked: 
"If Congress 
declare for free wool, which is not to be 
supposed, we have nothing more to say 
on this account.” 
We should think not, 
for if a simple revision would make a 
"jubilee,” no language would be left to 
describe the effect of making wool en­ 
tirely free. 
The Argentine Republic exported in 
1885, 283,047,000 pounds of wool, of which 
we took 10,222,817 pounds, or about one- 
twenty-eighth. 
Very stiikingly, though 
naturally, our entire trade with the Ar­ 
gentine Republic last year was just about 
one-twenty-eighth of the total foreign 
commerce of that country, or a little less 
than 4 per cem. In 1860 we had a much 
larger proportion, about 8 per cent. If 
we had only held our own ail these years 
we should have had a trade with the 
Plate River of more than $17.000,000 in 
1887. If we hod shared in the foreign 
trade of Chili in 1886 in the same propor­ 
tion as in 1860, the am ount would 
have been $10.000,000 instead of the 
$4,930,000 it actually was. On the sim ple 
basis, thus, of twenty-eight years ago our 
glutted markets would have been eased 
last year of at least $8,000,000 worth of 
products, if we had only been in position 
to take the pay Chili and the Argentines 
offer us. 
And it ought not to be a ques­ 
tion of our trade merely holding its own. 
Every one knows th at if we had not de­ 
liberate y shut ourselves out of 
the 
South American markets our old propor­ 
tion would have become greatly enlarged. 
England’s trade wiih the Argentine Re­ 
public has increased as much as 46 per 
cent, in a single year. So with ours if, with 
our commanding lead of thirty years 
ago, we had kept on as an active com­ 
petitor in the m arket, willing to buy as 
well as sell. 
So that, in estimating the 
loss we have brought upon ourselves in 
the restriction upon our foreign trade by 
our wool tariff, we are justified, in the 
case of the two countries mentioned, in 
speaking of the possibility of added ex­ 
ports not to the am ount of $8,000,000 
merely, but of vastly more. 
As we said at the beginning, this line 
of argument is originally and legitimate­ 
ly protectionist aud Republican. 
And it 
should be remembered that the effort to 
push our trade in South America—an ef­ 
fort that means, if it means anything, 
lowered or abolished duties—still has the 
highest Republican sanction. 
W hen the 
McCreary bill for calling a Pan-Ameri­ 
can Congre s was before the House, our 
readers will recall that a man so near 
the fount of pura and unde filed protec­ 
tion as Mr. William Walter Phelps ap­ 
pealed to the great name of Blaine in sup­ 
port of the measure. But thatalso looks to 
reciprocity 
treaties, and a reciprocity 
treaty means, as we have seen, free wool. 
At least, we hope that none of our dele­ 
gates to the Congress will mention a 
reciprocity treaty unless they also m en­ 
tion iree wool, for it would not be pleas­ 
ant to have a Chilian say in Washington 
what one said in Valparaiso: 
"The 
United States Government has by means 
of its heavy tariff pretended to realize 
the impossible, or the absurdity of selling 
to all the world without buying anything 
from anybody.’’—[N Y. Nation.

RESCUING PARTY SUFFOCATED. 


A fter the Flood—A M 'ssonri Grand 
Jury'9 W ork—Fatal Boiler 
Explosion.

F o r e s t H i l l , Cal., July 22 .—TUe fol­ 
lowing particulars of the fire which oc­ 
curred in the H idden Treasure mine in 
Placer county, Friday, have just, been re­ 
ceived here.

There were about seventy men in the 
m ine, and realizing their danger, they 
hurried back into the side drift where 
the air was reasonably pure. 
Men from 
outside rushed in to try to save the im­ 
prisoned minprs, but the air being foul 
on account of the fire, many of them were 
stricken down. 
After the flames were 
subdued the 
imprisoned men came 
out 
and 
assisted 
in 
earing 
for 
those who bad 
been snflocated by 
foul air in trying to save them . 
It- was 
found that J. Howering and Robert Mc- 
K echnie were past recovery and they 
soon expired. The latter leaves a wife 
and four small children, alm ost destitute. 
About ten others were taken out in an 
insensible condition, but it is thought 
all will recover. 
The pecuniary loss 
will not be over $3000.

and fragm ents of 
anonymous notes, which evidently had 
not seemed to be satisfactorj', were found 
on the floor.

writing as th at of J. W . Ramsey, a young 
South Carolina negro in the employ of 
Ferguson as a clerk. 
The immediate 
motive for the sending of the warnings 
was found in fact that Ferguson and D.

A P a n t h e r H u n t . 
There is still an occasional panther 
seen, but more frequently heard without 
being seen, prowling about the lumber 
camps of the Susquehanna basin, and 
making its presence apparent by raids 
on sheep and even cattle, among the 
sparsely settled farm localities of Sulli­ 
van and adjacent counties. The advance 
of civilization has not been so rapid 
among these dense pine and hemlock 
wildernesses to have alone caused the 
panther to abandon its haunts in those 
orests, for there are still inaccessible 
jungles and wild, rocky retreats, so well 
loved by this boldest and fiercest of the 
great cat family, where it m ight hide it­ 
self with almost, if not as much security 
a i it did in earlier years; 
but civ­ 
ilization was aided by a band of invet­ 
erate and cunning woodsmen who passed 
their lives almost solely in carrying on 
an offensive warfare against the panther, 
following it even to its rem otest and most 
dangerous haunts, and engaging it there 
fearlessly, and with tactics which they 
had reduced to an exact science. 
It was 
the perpetual and unrelenting crusade of 
this band of woodsmen that gradually 
reduced the once numerous race of pan­ 
thers in these woods to a condition of al­ 
most absolute extinction, so th at to-day, 
with conditions favorable not only to ex­ 
istence, but to its increase, it is only at 
rare intervals that the blood-curdling cry 
of this once monarch of the woods is 
heard among its old haunts, and rarer 
still, that the dreaded possessor of the 
voice is seen. 
Captain Brown was probably the most 
famous of the old time panther slayers. 
He was an early settler at the Forks of 
the Loyalsock creek, near what is now 
the m ountain village of Forksville, Sulli­ 
van county, where he put up a cabin and 
spent his tim e in hunting. 
He was the 
panther scourge of a wide region, and his 
cabin was the first place th at was visited 
by the settlers thereabouts when a pan­ 
ther had bereft some one of them of a 
much treasured sheep or cow, the visit 
being to beg Captain Brown to come and 
rid their particular locality of the m a­ 
rauding beast. 
Among the hundreds of 
tales of daring and persistence manifested 
by the great pioneer hunter one is re­ 
counted with especial pride by descend­ 
ants of his. 
Among th e first to seek the then un­ 
known and unbroken region about the 
forks of the Loyalsock was a settler 
nam ed Samuel RogerB. 
One morning 
Rogers appeared in great trepidation at 
Captain Brown’scabin just as that hunter 
was rigging himself up for a day’s tram p 
among the panther haunts. 
Rogers 
said that a big panther had broken into 
his sheepfold the night before and had 
carried off his most highly prized ram. 
Rogers was a good panther hunter him ­ 
self, but he im plored Brown to accom­ 
pany him in the chase. 
It was one of 
Brown’s 
eccentricities that he never 
hunted in company with anybody, and 
he refused to go with Rogers. 
But he 
said : 
Now, you go home, Rogers, and keep 
cool. 
I won’t go with you after th a t big 
panther, but I ’ll go out myself and kill 
it for you, and hope I ’ll have a chance to 
get its m ate, too.” 
That was satisfactory to Rogers, and 
Capt. Brown took his gun and went at 
once to the woods 
o n the flats at the 
f o r k B o f the creek. 
It was late in the fall, and there was 
light snow on the ground. 
At the edge 
of the creek he struck the fresh track of 
a panther in the enow. 
From the un­ 
usual size of the footprints and drops of 
blood here and there along the trail, the 
blood having come from some animal the 
panther had secured and was carrying 
away, Brown knew he had located the 
big sheep stealer that had been in Settler 
Rogers’ fold. 
It is the habit of panthers, like all of 
the cat fam ily, to bury w hat is left from 
a feast, to be exhum ed and eaten on 
some future occasion. 
Brown knew that 
by following the trail, if he did not over­ 
take tho panther itself, he would come to 
the spot where it had buried the rem ains 
of the sheep, and by waiting near that 
spot he would be sure to get a shot not 
only at one panther, but more than likely 
at its m ate, which the former would fetch 
along to join in devouring the mutton. 
The hunter followed the trail for a long 
distance, and finally, on 
the edge 
of a 
dense 
laurel 
thicket, 
found 
where 
the panther had buried the 
sheep. 
Before 
preparing 
himself 
to hide for the coming of 
his game, 
he 
instinctively glanced up 
among 
the tops of the tall trees bordering the 
swamp, and discovered the panther, his 
huge length stretched along a limb near 
the top of one of the trees, and his eyes 
fixed on th e hunter below. Brown raised 
his rifle to fire, but the agile animal 
sprang to another tree top, and bo swift 
were his movements that he escaped 
from the sight of tho hunter, who could 
only follow the line of the great beast’s

retreat by the swaying of the tree tops as 
the phanther leaped from one to an­ 
other. The course the panther took was 
toward Doubling Run, and Brown made 
his way as rapidly as he could through 
the intervening thiekCt, and when he 
reached tho 
run he found that the 
panther had come down from the trees, 
and had token a course through the 
snow tow ard Lewis’ lake now the moun­ 
tain summer resort of Eagle’s Mere. 
The tireless hunter followed the trail 
through the dense forest, and it led him 
straight to the lake, a distance of five 
m iles, and around the southern shore for 
two miles more, when Brown discovered 
his game drinking from the lake 
The 
present site of the Kagle’s Mere steam ­ 
boat landing is pointed out as the Bpot 
where th e great panther stood and re­ 
ceived C apt. Brown’s first bullet. The 
shot did not disable the panther, and it 
sprang into the laurels and again disap­ 
peared, leaving the echoes of its yells re­ 
verberating about the rocky shores of the 
lake. The course of the panther lay to­ 
ward th e outlet of the lake, and Capt. 
Brown followed through the dense growth 
of laurels. 
W hen he came to the outlet 
he discovered the panther half buried in 
the soft m ud at the edge of the water. 
It was treating the wound it had re­ 
ceived, as is the instinct of wild animals 
of its kind. The hunter did not wait for 
the panther to enjoy the benefit of the 
healing m ud, but sent another bullet 
after his first. Again the tenacious beast 
sprang into the thicket, but Captain 
Brown’s quick eye saw th at his last shot 
had been an effective one, and he still 
followed the trail, now m arked by blood. 
From the direction the wounded animal 
took the skilled woodsman knew that it

He reached the side of the panther, 
and was about to bend down and com­ 
mence stripping it of its skin, when the 
great beast sprang to his feet as quick as 
lightning, and with a yell that almost 
deafened the surprised hunter, threw 
itself upon him . The force of the shock 
threw Brown several feet away, off the 
rock. It was not only a blow that the 
panther gave him, hut as the infuriated 
animal struck, it buried its long claws in 
the hunter’s thick buckskin shirt and 
ripped it from him from neck to waist. 
Brown still retained his knife in his 
grasp and struggled to quickly regain his 
feet. 
He rose to his knees, and as he 
did so the crouching panther leaped to­ 
ward him. 
Quick as a flash the wary 
hunter threw himself on his back on the 
ground. 
But for that the panther, Hying 
through the air with wonderful velocity, 
would have struck him and carried him 
along in the flight. 
As it was, the pan­ 
ther passed over him. 
Rapidly as the panther’s leap carried 
it through the air, Brown’s eye and 
hand were quicker still. The hunter’s 
keen, long-bladed knife, thruBt upward 
as the huge body of the panther was 
passing over him as he lay, was plunged 
almost to the hilt in the animal. 
The 
thrust was between the fore legs, but the 
kntfe was not withdrawn, and its keen 
edge, buried in the 
panther’s flesh, 
passed the entire length of the great 
anim al’s body, and the panther fell dead 
and disemboweled fifteen feet beyond 
the spot where Brown lay covered with 
blood that had pured upon him from 
the frightful wounds of his now van­ 
quished foe. 
The hunter jumped to his feet and was 
eyeing with grim satisfaction the com­ 
pleteness of his work, when a cry, of 
which he at once knew the significance, 
echoed among the rocks. 
He sprang to 
where the gun lay, and seizing it, looked 
in tho direction of the cry. 
There, 
crouching on the summit of Cavern 
Rock, her eyes glaring and her long tail 
swaying in that deliberate, snake-like 
movement that denotes the fury of the 
cat and its kind, was the mate of the 
great panther th at had just met its 
death. The m ate plainly comprehended 
the situation, and did not tarry in her 
efforts for vengeance. 
With* a frightful 
yell she launched herself from tho rocky 
peak in a furious leap for the hunter, 
who stood near the water’s edge. 
His 
bullet met the vengeful panther in mid 
air and passed through her heart. 
The 
impetus of her leap carried her to the 
spot where she had intended to fall upon 
the hunter and bury her fangs in his 
throat, but she fell dead at the water’s 
edge, where her enemy had stood. 
krown Bkinned the two panthers and 
started back for his cabin. The course 
he took led him to the spot where the 
big panther had buried Samuel Rogers’ 
sheep that morning. As he neared it he 
heard the growling and snarling made 
by panthers while devouring their food. 
He approached cautiously and peered 
through the bushes. A male and female 
panther were busily engaged in making 
a meal off the sheep. 
Brown shot one 
of the panthers dead as it ate. 
Its mate 
sprang into the very tree in which the 
hunter had discovered the big one earlier 
in the day. 
It paused on a branch and 
looked back at its dead mate. 
As it 
gazed Brown reloaded his rifle. 
The 
panther in the tree presented a favorable 
mark. Brown fired, and the panther fell 
from limb to limb, clutching at each in 
its deaths struggles, and at last tum bled 
to the ground and disd.-r-[N. Y. Sun. 
The British Government has resolved 
to keep under their direct control all tel­ 
egraphic cables between G reat Britain 
and France, Holland, Belgium and Ger­ 
many, as soon as the present concessions 
nave expired.

CITY TAXES. 


T lte 
D istrict 
A tto rn e y ’ s 
O p inion 
(ipon a n Im p o rta n t Q u estio n . 
A few days ago the Supervisors asked 
th e opinion of the District Attorney upon 
a very interesting point. I t was in rela­ 
tion to the taxation of an incorporated 
city for the paym ent of bonds issued for 
th e building of schools. A suppositious 
case was given to the District Attorney 
to decide upon as follows: 
A school 
district some tim e in 1880 voted for the 
issuance of $10,000 bonds for the build­ 
ing of a school. 
Some time passed and 
the money had been expended and the 
population had grown so m uch that it 
w as 
found 
necessary in 
1883 
to 
vote 
for 
the 
issuance 
of 
$20,­ 
000 for 
the 
construction 
of 
three 
school buildings. These buildingc were 
erected and the money expended. 
The 
central portion of this school district 
th en grew so thickly populated that it 
was incorporated as a fifth class city and 
says it should be no longer taxed for the 
paym ent of the bonds for the school dis­ 
trict. 
The question submitted to the 
D istrict Attorney was as to w hether the 
incorporation absolved the people in the 
city from their portion of the debt, and 
throw it on the shoulders of the people of 
th e district outside of the city, or whether 
all will have to bear it equally. The Dis­ 
trict Attorney has given his opinion 
to the Supervisors, and is to the ef­ 
fect th at the incorporated cities are liable 
for th eir share of the taxes.

Rev. Dr. Cuyler, of Brooklyn, a Lin­ 
coln Republican, discusses the Chicago 
platform in a late number of the Evan- 
rjdist. Following is a portion of his arti­ 
cle: 
In 1884 the Republican Convention 
wisely declared in favor of the revision 
of the tariff and the reduction of the 
enormous and dangerous surplus. But 
this year’s Convention has strangely de­ 
clared in favor of the practical mainte­ 
nance of the present exorbitant and op­ 
pressive war tariff, and in order to pro­ 
vide against the accumulation of a Bur- 
plus it suggests a repeal of the taxes on 
whisky ana tobacco! Instead of taking 
off the burden from many necessaries of 
life it would give us free pipes and free 
whisky! 
I am not the only dissentient against 
the extreme high tariff heresies of the 
late convention. Many of the most pow­ 
erful Republican journals are protesting 
against them, and such staunch and 
thoughtful Republicans as 
ex-Mayor 
Seth Low and the Rev. Dr. Storrs ami 
many other of our Brooklyn citizens are 
in open revolt against them. Dr. Storrs 
said to me yesterday that as he could not 
turn Democrat he could imitate Sambo in 
the story and “ take to the woods” If all 
of us Republicans who are opposed to 
free trade and free whisky, and yet are 
strenuously in favor of reducing tlie pres­ 
ent outrageously oppressive tariff, should 
follow the example of Dr. Storrs, the 
“ woods” would be pretty full by next No­ 
vember. The immense surplus in the na­ 
tional treasury is fraught with increas­ 
ing evils and dangers. 
There is a grow­ 
ing discontent among the intelligent 
working classes with high taxes on the 
necessaries of life. The many are now 
burdened for the beuefit of the few. It 
is in tho power of the Republicans in the 
present Congress to correct immediately 
many of the unjust features of the odious 
war tariff ” if they will set resolutely 
and boldly about it. 
They will thus 
“ spike the cruns ” of the free traders. 
They will neutralize the unhappy effect 
of that pronunciamiento in favor of free 
whisky as an alternative. 
They will 
prevent 
a 
political 
cyclone* that 
will gather volume as 
the 
season 
rolls on. 
This is a question that 
deeply concerns both 
the 
financial 
stability and the public morality of the 
nation. For party politicg in the narrow 
sense I care but little; for principles that 
alone can make parties effective for the 
public weal I care a great deal. Thirty 
years ago I used my tongue and pen 
zealously for the Republican party in its 
early conflicts with the monster of chattel 
slavery. Its name and fame are dear to 
me, and I trust that it may not become 
itself enslaved to the reactionary rule of 
those who would build up monopolies at 
the expense of the great mass of the 
people. 
So the revolt goes on. It is a sad day 
for a political organization when the 
Christian church holds it up to public 
detestation.
